OSWALD were both going to this location in 1955 and knew each 
other. 

The City Directory for the year 1955 was checked and re- 
vealed that SUBJ'jCT operated this tavern at that time. The cor- 
rect address as listed ty the 1955 City Directory was 6222 S. 
Lancaster. 

A check of the Vice Section files reveal that SUBJiJCT 
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who was shown the City Directory for 1955 as being an em- 
ployee of the I'lurray Co. Vice files also revealed 3UBJSCT 
used the name of AILIE VJiS. HOUCCOy t-JUDGD'S , d.o.b. 13 Kay. 
1903, and listed SDBJ^OT'S husband and her address as I506 
Garza 5t. 

The City Directory of the year 1963 reveals that SUB- 
JECT, under the given name of ALUS, and her husband MAKOK 
5. HUDGINS are still residing at I506 C-arza.
